MOURN DEATH
OF FATHER, 8

Old Settler of Azusa
Passes Away
Monday

Everett and A. W. Malone, propri-
etors of the Torrance Pharmacy, are
mourning the death of their father,
John Hiram Malone, who passed away
Monday moming at his home in
Azusa. Mr. Malone was 68 years old,
and at the time of his death the oidest
settler in the San Gabriel. He crossed
the plains to Califormia in 1859, when
he was 4 years old. His father set-
tled in Monte, but moved several
years later to Azusa. The Malones
were the “eighth white family in
Azusa, and took active part in the
organization of settlers which fought
the Dalton estate for land and water.
The victory of these settiers made
possible future in the val-
ley, and paved the way for its mod-
ern development.

Mr. Maione at one time was under-
sheriff of Los Angeles county.

Besides the widow and the two sons
in Torrance, Mr. Malone ieft a daugh-
ter, Mrs. A. D. Spurlin, ‘of Los An-
geles, and another son, Walter Malone,
of Azusa.

The funeral was
Wednesday.
